The Board suggested that a copy of 
said fees be sent to the Chairman, Miss 
Belen, of the Ordinance Committee. 


6. Mr. Thornton gave a report of the 


Committee of Thornton, Turney, and 
Dell with the City Attorney, Mr. Lavey, 
regarding complaints received by the 
Engineering Department, Health De- 
partment and the Mayor’s Office about 
the State Sanitary Plumbing, and City 
Sewer Cleaners, “same operator,” of 
unfair practices and prices. 


The Board approved that a letter be 
sent to all listed sewer cleaners to at- 
tend a meeting on fair procedures. 


Mr. Dell reported on the garbage dis- 
posal units being installed in family 
dwellings. 


Mr. Thornton is to see Don Deal, Elec- 
trical Inspector, in regard to checking 
these units for a trap at the time of 
the electrical inspection, 


Mr. Dell demonstrated the results of 
the Yardley Company’s conduit sewer 
piping after placing the pipe in 212° 
F. water. The results were that it will 
not stand high degree temperatures. It 
was suggested that an engineer from 
the company be invited to attend a 
future Board meeting.

Meeting called to order by Collins Thorn- 
ton at 3:05 p.m. 


Members present: Denfield, Fox, Heggie, 
Peck, Thornton, Turney, Inspector Dell—7. 


All county sewers from residence must 
be four inch (4”) to conform with City of 
Lansing code. 


Laundry wastes to be pumped direct to 
septic tank to have check valve and proper 
trap. 


Sumps to drain into cesspool or dry well. 


Must have suitable cover and local vent 
terminating with thre inch (3”) through 
roof. 


Barber Shops and Beauty Parlor lava- 
torys must have vacuum breaker on all 
faucets. 


Inspector instructed to get drawing made 
of sump pump hook-up. 


Moved by Denfield seconded by Turney 
that director be asked for additional help 
for plumbing inspector. 


Moved and supported that we ask City 
Council to act on motion made at meeting 
of Sept. 28, 1959 to raise permit fees to 
compare with state fees. 


The fee now does not cover the expense 
of inspection.
